Iti a little oM eu r io ity sh< p in Third 
avenue is an odd lett( r written by J ay 
Gould a wa y back in 18 .7 4, befbr« Gould 
began to dicker in railroads and when 
he wa s an obscure and respected wur* 
veyor. 
The letter wa s written by Gould to 
the late A. M. Sherman, and it wa s an 
appeal for the loan of a surveyor’s level, 
the young surveyor offering to g ive the 
topography of the Newburg and Syra­ 
cuse1 railroad for it. 
J ust before his 
death a few years a g o J a y Gould a t­ 
tempted to buy the letter for $25, but it 
had been sold the day before. 
Not long 
ago, however, the letter came back into 
the possession of the curio dealer, and a 
few days ago lie sent his young son 
around to George G ould’« office w ith it, 
instructing him to offer it for sale for 
$25, the price the senior Gould hud of­ 
fe n d to pay. 
George Gould wa s pleased w ith the 
old, worn and yellow letter. He read it 
and then la ug hing ly sa id: 
“ I de c la re , tha t’« funny. 
My father 
wrote tha t.” 
However, he refused to 
g ive more than $5 for it, which offer the 
curio dealer refused. 
A f t e r 42 years the letter is as pla in as 
the day it wa s written. 
But the paper, 
a full sized letter sheet, written on both 
sides, is worn at tin* edges. 
The ha nd­ 
writing is pla in and flowing, with a de ­ 
rided tendency to flourish. 
Two words 
a re misspelled— barometrical and da m­ 
age, which are written “ bermetriea l” 
and “ dammuge. ” 
But queerest of all is the leng th of 
the epistle. 
J a y Gould wa s noted for 
the brevity of his business letters. Three 
lines often sufficed him, when his wea lth 
wa s nearly $ 100,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 , 
to transact 
business involving millions. 
But as a 
poor surveyor he needed plenty of verbi­ 
age to get around the loan of a $20 
level.— N ew York Letter.
